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Euphaedusa cumingiana (L. Pfeiffer) (Pulmonata, Qausiliidae) 
new to the fauna of Java (Indonesia)

The non-marine molluscan fauna of Java is relatively well known. Van Benthem 
Jutting (1948-1956) made a detailed study of the various species, with the exception of 
the Clausiliidae, which were dealt with by Loosjes (1953, 1963, 1965). 

In June 1982 Mr. J. Hageman collected some gastropod snails in the rain forest of the 
Meru Betiri nature reserve. East Java, which he kindly put at my disposal. Among these 
an empty shell (fig. 1) appeared to belong to Euphaedusa cumingiana (L. Pfeiffer, 1845) 
of the pulmonate family Clausiliidae. This species has never been reported from Java 
before; Dr. F.E. Loosjes has confirmed the identification. 

According to Mr. Hageman the specimen was found between the roots of bamboo, on 
the NE. slope of a mountain ridge (ca. 400 m) between the Sukamade coffee estate and 
Permisan (= Parmisan) Bay (fig. 2). It was accompanied by the following species: Cyclo- 
phorus perdix (Broderip & Sowerby), Leptopoma vitreum (Drapamaud), Cyclotus 
discoideus Sowerby, Elaphroconcha bataviana (Von dem Busch), Chloritis fruhstorferi 
Moellendorff, Amphidromus furcillatus (Mousson), A. winteri (L. Pfeiffer) and Achatina 
fulica Bowdich. 

E. cumingiana is widely distributed in the Indo-Australian area. According to Loosjes 
(1953: 106) four subspecies can be distinguished, i.e. E. c, cumingiana (L. Pfeiffer) 
(Philippines),/?, c. moluccensis (Von Martens) [N. Sulawesi (= Celebes), northern Moluccas 
and the Sangihe and Talaud Islands],/?, c. recondita (Sykes) (Lesser Sunda Islands) and 
E. c. simillima (Smith) (S. Sulawesi, Salayar Island and Kabaena Island). While comparing 
our specimen with E. cumingiana samples in the Zoological Museum at Amsterdam, it 
turned out that our shell closely resembles E. c. simillima (Smith), because of its large 
size, coarse sculpture and papillae on most of its whorls. However, as only a single specimen 
is available, it cannot be attributed with certainty to one of the known subspecies. 

The question arises whether E. cumingiana is autochthonous on Java or recently 
introduced. The fact that our specimen has been found in a more or less undisturbed, 
natural habitat supports the first hypothesis. Moreover, this part of Java seems to be 
poorly known with regard toMollusca. Neither Loosjes nor Van Benthem Jutting mention 
the locality. The fact that the mountain ridge on which the specimen was found, consists 
of limestone, in contrast to what is indicated on geological maps, was reported only as 
late as 1972 (Van der Veen, 1972). 

The specimen is kept in the collection of the author.

De Heer J. Hageman verzamelde in 1982 in het Mem Betiri-reservaat op Oost-Java, Indonesia, een 
huisje van een voor Java nieuwe soort: Euphaedusa cumingiana (L. Pfeiffer). Het exemplaar lijkt het 
meest op de vorm die als E. c. simillima (Smith) van Sulawesi (= Celebes) werd beschreven. Of de soort 
op Java werd ingevoerd of er van nature voorkomt, biijft onzeker.
